You can expect to 
see great amateur perform¬ 
ances by some local cowboys 
in events like bull riding, sad¬ 
dle bronc, bareback, calf rop¬ 
ing and ladies barrel racing. 
The rodeo begins at 6 p.m. in 
the Memorial Complex. 

After the rodeo action, two- 
step your way into the Multi- 
Purpose Room, where TC and 
Company will be performing 
at the Rodeo Dance.

Shows will be held at the new 
Mountain View Livestock Com¬ 
plex, starting at 1 p.m. 

Saturday's rodeo actions 
kicks off at 1 p.m. in the arena.

Another day dawns with the 
K&W Drive-In Toonie Pan¬ 
cake Breakfast from 8:30-10:30 
a.m. in the Multi-Purpose 
Room.

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Thirteen charges laid 

A thirty-two year old Sundre man has been charged with 13 
offences, after Sundre RCMP investigated three separate inci¬ 
dents involving his activities. All offences happened in or around 
Sundre. 

The accused allegedly kicked another 19-year-old male in the 
face and then stabbed him in the leg sometime between July 1, 
1999 and August 1, 1999. This incident resulted in non-life 
threatening injuries. The accused was charged with: assault 
causing bodily harm, assault with a weapon, possession of a 
weapon and breach of probation. 

He was also charged for common assault, uttering threats and 
breach of probation after an altercation that occurred July 30, 
1999 with an 18-year-old female. These two incidents are not 
believed to be related. 

Finally, the accused was charged for attempted robbery, 
assault with a weapon, theft under $5,000 and breach of probation 
after an incident occurring Aug. 13, 1999. He allegedly ap¬ 
proached a local residence brandishing a knife and demanding 
payment for an outstanding debt. The 22-year-old male victim 
escaped without injury. The accused was arrested later that day. 

Todd Louis Cyr (aka Ghostkeeper) has been charged with the 
above crimes. 

Robbery in Sundre 

On Aug. 10, 1999, in the early hours of the morning, two adult 
males from the Calgary area were robbed near the Bi Lo service 
station on Main Avenue in Sundre. Culprits approached the two 
victims with a vehicle which they parked close by. The culprits 
confronted them and subsequently money was demanded from the 
victims. The culprits then assaulted the victim using a prohibited 
weapon (brass knuckles). The victim sustained injuries to his 
chin. A small amount of cash was obtained. There was also an 
assault upon the other victim and an attempt was also made to rob 
him. In this case, the assault was minor and there were no 
injuries. 

On Aug. 12, 1999, Sundre RCMP arrested and charged the 
following: 

Steven Lloyd Thompson, 18, of Sundre was charged with 
robbery, attempted robbery, assault with weapon, assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm, possession of a weapon for the purpose of 
committing an offence, possession of prohibited weapon and 
common assault. 

Darcy Paul Sumyk, 18, of Sundre was charged with robbery, 
attempted robbery and common assault. 

Thompson and Sumyk will be appeared in Didsbury provincial 
court on Aug. 16 to answer to charges.

Sundre man gets 
$500 fine for O&E

A Sundre man vacated his not guilty plea to enter a guilty 
plea on charges of breaking and entering. 

On Dec. 12, 1998, Bill Georgopoulous, 19, broke into a cold 
beer store in Carstairs. 

Georgopoulous was part of a group who committed this 
crime, but was the only one apprehended, as his car was used. 

Four bottles of Southern Comfort and four bottles of Yukon 
Jack were stolen. 

A citizen noticed a suspicious vehicle and called the RCMP. 

Georgopoulous was subsequently arrested. 

A $450 price tag was given to the damage and cost of the 
goods stolen. 

Before appearing in court on Wednesday, Georgopoulous 
had made full restitution. 

Crown prosecutor Gordon Wong was not seeking a jail term. 

Defence counsel for the accused, Tim Foster said, "Mr. 
Georgopoulous realizes this is a serious matter." 

Judge Bruce Fraser took into account that the accused had 
made full restitution prior to appearing in court. 

"You’re in the big court,” said Judge Fraser. "You're an adult 
now. You’re 19." 

Fraser gave Georgopoulous a fine of $500 and a $50 Victim 
Fine Surcharge. 

He has until Nov. 30 to pay.

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Colts moving to 
Dldsbury full time

The Mountain View Colts 
will be on Didsbury's ice full 
time next season. 

At their annual meeting last 
June, it was decided that the 
Colts would have all their 
home games and practices at 
the Didsbury Memorial Com¬ 
plex, instead of sharing be¬ 
tween here and Carstairs as 
they have done the past few 
years. 

Dave Mohr, President of the 
Mountain View Colts, said one 
of reasons for the move is that 
the arena in Carstairs is not 
regulation size for the league. 

"The players love Didsbury. 
It's great ice - the best ice in 
the league. It's a good environ¬ 
ment for them," Mohr said. 

Improper ice size isn't the 
only reason for the move. 

Mohr says the Colts aren't 
getting enough fans coming to 


the Carstairs' games. 

"It's quite cold and the site 
lines aren't the best," he said. 

Mohr said that Carstairs is 
hoping to have a new arena in 
the next few years, and when 
they do, the two towns will go 
back to sharing the Colts. 

"We still consider this a Car¬ 
stairs - Didsbury team," he 
said. "Were not turning our 
back on anybody." 

Mohr said that this change 
will mean more revenue for 
Didsbury, as games will be 
played here every weekend and 
there will be practices weekly. 

"The Colts are really a fea¬ 
ture team for the communi¬ 
ties,” Mohr said. 

He said the team will not be 
changing its name. 

"We hope the two towns con¬ 
tinue supporting the team. It's 
great. It would be hard to do it 
as one town," Mohr concluded.

While escorting a prisoner they had picked up on outstand¬ 
ing warrants to the Sundre RCMP detachment, two Olds Fish 
and Wildlife officers were rear ended in their truck on Main 
Avenue and about 3rd street W.. Saturday, Aug. 7, said RCMP. 

The two Fish and Wildlife officers and their prisoner all went 
to the Sundre General Hospital where they were treated for 
non-life threatening injuries. 

The occupants of the other truck involved in the accident 
suffered no injuries, said RCMP, adding that all occupants of 
both vehicles were wearing their seat belts. 

Speed was a factor "on the offending vehicle," in the accident 
said Sundre RCMP Cpl. Jay Arsenault. 

A 23-year-old Calgary man has been charged with impaired 
driving and dangerous driving in relation to the accident and 
will be appearing in Didsbury provincial court on Sept. 13. 

The prisoner in custody of the Fish and Wildlife officers was 
picked up west of Sundre earlier in the day on several outstand¬ 
ing warrants, said Arsenault. 

"They were on their way back to our detachment with him 
and of course things didn't quite happen the way they were 
planned," he said.

$5 million Increase to children’s 


menial health sendees 


An additional $5 million is 
being allocated to enhance ac¬ 
cess to children's mental health 
services across Alberta, Health 
and Wellness Minister Halvar 
Jonson and Children's Services 
Minister Iris Evans announced 
last week. 

The additional funds will be 
provided immediately through 
the Alberta Mental Health 
Board's 1999-2000 budget, with 
the money going directly into 
front-line services throughout 


the province. 

The additional funding fol¬ 
lows a report to the Minister by 
the Children's Mental Health 
Design Committee as part of the 
Alberta Children's Initiative 
announced last year. 

"Our children are our most 
vital resource," Jonson said. 

"The funding in support of 
the Children's Mental Health 
Initiative is another step to¬ 
ward improving children's 
health and well-being by im¬ 
proving access to mental health 
services." 

The money will help increase 
basic, specialized and early in¬ 
tervention mental health serv¬ 
ices for children. The $5 million 
comes just four months after 
the government provided an 
additional $25.8 million for stu¬ 
dent health services through 
the Alberta Children's Initia¬ 
tive. 

Recommendations of the de¬ 
sign committee's report also in¬ 
clude: improving access to men¬ 
tal health services, improving 
monitoring and evaluation pro¬ 
cedures and ensuring that chil¬ 
dren's mental health issues are 
represented through the Alberta 


Children's Initiative and other 
government committees. 

The Alberta Children's Ini¬ 
tiative is committed to ensuring 
that children are healthy, well 
cared for, safe and successful at 
learning. Immediate priorities 
are being targeted through in¬ 
terdepartmental initiatives in 
such areas as fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome, protection of children 
involved in prostitution, chil¬ 
dren's mental health and stu¬ 
dent health. 

"We're committed to working 
with our partners throughout 
the province to make sure chil¬ 
dren and families have adequate 
resources to meet their needs,” 
said Iris Evans. 

"The Children's Mental 
Health Initiative is an impor¬ 
tant step toward identifying and 
addressing concerns as early as 
possible." 

Alberta Mental Health Board 
Chair Betty Schoenhofer, who 
helped oversee the Children's 
Mental Health Initiative, said: 
"What's important is that this 
sets a clear direction for im¬ 
proving children's mental health 
services across the province."

A real sad story 

1 am writing this editorial in 
response to a Letter to the Editor 
that was published in last week's 
issue of the Review. 

Joan Gasser, a long-time resi¬ 
dent of Didsbury, wrote about 12 of 
her cats mysteriously disappearing 
while she was in B.C. on vacation. 

She spoke of how she would feed 
"the wild homeless kitties of the 
area." She said that she never had 
any contact with these animals, but 
still felt a strong bond with them, 
especially after the death of her husband. 

Mrs. Gasser is a frequent visitor here at our office. She 
comes in usually once a week to tell us all stories of her cats, 
how she's adopted new ones and how each has its own special 
personality. She even draws her own cat cartoons, which she 
is happy to share with anyone who's interested. 

Mrs. Gasser's life revolves around these pets she had 
accumulated. She was devastated by the loss of her husband, 
and these animals were helping her to see the light. 

In her letter, she says: "At a time when I finally felt as 
though I was emerging from the dark veil of loss, following 
the death of my husband, I have returned there once again." 

Okay, sure, some people might say that they were just a 
bunch of stray cats. They were homeless, dirty and unkept. 

Others might say that it's good that they are gone. A dozen 
alley cats removed from the streets of Didsbury is just a start. 

I don't know that it's really even an issue about the cats. 

I think it's more about community spirit and how one 
person feels they have been stripped of it. 

Didsbury is a small enough town that most people know 
most other people. Having looked into Didsbury from the 
outside a year and a half ago, I know that it doesn't take long 
to meet people and see what they are all about. 

I'm sure this is the case with Joan Gasser. Most people 
know of how she takes care of the wild animals, not to be a 
pest to her neighbours or her community, but with a pure- 
hearted purpose and a feeling that "everything needs a little 
love," including a bunch of wild cats. 

Now, when it comes to the actual removal of these cats, I'm 
pretty much on the fence on that one. It doesn't bother me all 
that much that they were there, and it doesn't bother me all 
that much that they aren't there. 

My problem is that no one approached Mrs. Gasser about 
the issue. If someone had a problem with the cats, I don't see 
why they wouldn’t talk to the woman who takes care of them 
daily. 

Instead, someone went ahead and removed these cats, and 
subsequently, broke the heart of one of our community 
members 

In her letter she says, "In a town that prides itself on 
looking out for each other, 1 have perceived this as an act of 
violence towards myself." 

I couldn't say it better myself.

criminal should not dictate the 
severity of the punishment. 
The punishment should fit the 
crime, regardless of the crimi¬ 
nal's race," said Hanger. 

"This is unfair and unjust 
to the native population, as 
they are stigmatized by the 
unequal application of the law 
and forced to deal with crimi¬ 
nals in their community who 
should still be serving time in 


prison," he said. 

Bill C-41 reflects the opin¬ 
ions and beliefs of an elite 
group within the legal com¬ 
munity and not the general 
public. 

It is time to return to the 
Biblical code: to praise those 
who do right, to punish those 
who do wrong. This basic prin¬ 
ciple should apply to all 
equally. 


Both being Reform MPs, Art 
Hanger and I are outraged 
that Christopher Shonders 
Goodstoney, who killed four 
young Calgarians while driv¬ 
ing drunk, has only served 18 
months of a five year sentence, 
and yet is eligible for day pa¬ 
role under Bill C-41.

Luxury, I guess like beauty, is in the eye of the beholder, and 
my selfish thoughts soon left me and turned to thoughts of 
gratitude, and I both enjoyed and felt comfortable during our 
five-day stay. 1 could easily go back again.

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Notes from Nigeria 

Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in 
Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, Nigeria for the 
Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching 
math and English, while Janet runs the library for the whole school. 
Both have been in the country periodically doing the mission work 
since the late 70s. The couple met while working in Nigeria and 
married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on May 15 
last year and they will return to Didsbury in May of2000 for a three 
month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will remain there 
until 2006. The Snyders send weekly letters to their family telling 
about their day to day experiences, and we at the Review believe it will 
be of interest to our readers. 

Dear Friends, 

The last couple of days before school starts are usually hectic and 
this year was no exception. Monday was taken up with meetings, 
preparations, and putting together a schedule. Tuesday there were 
more meetings and final touches: bulletin boards and lesson plans. 
Each school had its own staff meeting. The teachers that taught in 
several schools (elementary, middle and high schools) were asked to 
attend all the staff meetings. Since Janet is the librarian for the 
whole school she got to go to all the meetings as well as an in-service 
meeting for the high school. After four meetings she was feeling a 
little stressed about getting the library ready for classes the next day. 

Janet has a new assistant in the library, Yildima, and has to train 
him. He started Monday morning and we had a meeting first thing. 
While she was in meetings, she had to find something for him to do. 
He has been quite willing to do whatever, anything from scrubbing 
tables to carrying extra computer parts to the computer lab. The first 
day of school was a bit boring for Yildima. Not too many students 
come in that first day and his working will be mostly at the checkout 
counter and as security at the door. He spent part of his time trying 
to learn how to type using a computer program that teaches typing. 
He had never used a computer so this is new for him. 

Wednesday was the beginning. The Chapel service went very 
well; the acting Superintendent explained the theme for the year: 
"Blessed to be a blessing." He explained a blessing as a good gift given 
to us. Then he talked about some of the blessings that have been 
given to him. We are very blessed here at Hillcrest. A short tour of 
other Nigerian schools would show us the many ways we are blessed. 
Our facilities, staff, and equipment are just a few of the physical 
blessings. Janet will attest to the fact that the library-the abun¬ 
dance of books that are there, computers, videos-are all things that 
are not found in most Nigerian schools. 

Classes the first day were short. We don't go to classes until after 
chapel. There is usually just enough time to give out books, explain 
expectations and give a short assignment. Most of the kids are more 
interested in seeing friends that they haven't seen for a while so are 
quite happy for any free time. The new people were nervous, both 
staff and students. Those who have been at Hillcrest for some time 
were glad to see friends and find out what had been happening with 
them. 

By Friday, some things had become routine. All of us were glad 
that it was the end of the first week of school. It really is nice to have 
a short week the first week so we can ease into the routine. Many of 
us who had stayed around during the break had gotten into the habit 
of getting up a bit later or relaxing in the afternoon, so having to be 
at school on time and work all day wore us out. Those that had just 
arrived back were either suffering from jet lag or just the tiredness 
that comes with travel. Several students were not back the first day 
because of traveling, so they were quite tired before they even 
started. All in all, it was a very good start to the new semester and we 
are looking forward to seeing what God has in store for us this year.

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Moving mountains as woll as climbing thorn

Have you ever wondered what 
it would be like to break out of 
your ordinary, everyday rou¬ 
tine? 

One Carstairs woman did, 
and she ended up climbing a 
mountain in the Himalayas and 
then marrying the tour guide. 

Janet Hartzler, a long-time 
area resident, ran into an old 
friend, Dino Siemens, about a 
year ago. 

Siemens guides treks to Ne¬ 
pal's Himalyan Mountains, and 
after a year's encouragement, 
Hartzler decided to join him for 
a trip last June. 

Hartzler and the rest of the 
group flew out of Vancouver to 
Singapore. After spending a day 
shopping and enjoying the sights 
there they continued on to 
Kathmandu. 

A few days later, the group 
flew into the mountain village 
of Lukla (elevation: 9,000 ft.). 

The next couple of weeks were 
spent climbing mountains, see¬ 
ing new things and meeting new 
and interesting people. 

Upon their return to Canada, 


the two were married and con¬ 
tinue to reside in Carstairs, 
where Siemens now operates 
his business out of. 

His trekking company, Mis¬ 
sion Adventures, has three pur¬ 
poses for its clients: to provide 
an exciting trekking adventure 
in the legendary Himalayan 
Mountains; to introduce them 
to the work and needs of Hope 
For The Nations; and to invite 
them to convert their expertise 
to humanitarian causes. 

Hope For The Nations is an 
organization that is based out 
of Kelowna, BC, that owns and 
operates two orphanages in 
Nepal. 

One of the orphanages "Naya 
Dhoka," which means "New 
Door" in Nepali, is one of the 
stops on Siemens' treks. 

He really believes in the or¬ 
phanages because he has seen 
the light in those children's eyes. 
He says they are very well taken 
care of, and that one of the 
missions of the homes is to see 
the children raised right through 
to marriage. Siemens says the 
children are not available for 


adoption for this reason. 

Also, because Siemens sees 
these orphanages as a good 
cause, part of 
the trek fee is 
given back to 
the children’s 
homes. 

The cost to 
take a trek with 
Siemens is 
$4,800, which 
includes airfare 
from Vancou¬ 
ver, accommo¬ 
dations and 
meals. 

There are 
two different 


treks that Mission Adventures 
runs, one a little less strenuous 
than the other. One hikes to 
about 12,000 feet, while the other 
goes up to 18,000 feet with a 
grand view of Mount Everest. 

The next less strenuous trek 
runs from Sept. 30 to Oct. 23, 
where the harder treks runs 
Oct. 28 to Nov. 20. 

There are a maximum of 
seven people on Siemens' treks, 
so he says they are "small and 
personal." 

Siemens says that you only 
hike two to five hours a day, so 
the afternoons and evenings are 
free to rest, take pictures and 
"make friends from all over the 
world." 

He explains that because 
Nepal is one of the poorest coun¬ 


tries in the world and that trek¬ 
king is their main source of 
income, the people there are 
very "friendly and receptive." 

Siemens, a graduate of the 
National Outdoor Leadership 
School in Lander, Wyoming, has 
had this business for two years 
and runs four treks each year. 

Siemens invites anyone who 
is interested in participating in 
his treks to call him at 337- 
2084. 

Also, if you are interesting in 
helping the children in the

Siemens says that 100% of all 
donations go directly to the chil¬ 
dren. 



County Fair and 4-H achieve 


When Alberta 4-H Draft 
Horse Project members cel¬ 
ebrated their achievement day 
in conjunction with the Moun¬ 
tain View County Fair in Olds 
on Aug. 5, they did it in a big 
way. 

"Some of the draft horses are 
2,000 pounds," says Lawrence 
Bazin, a member of the Cana¬ 
dian Belgian Horse Association, 
and one of the coordinators for 
the Alberta 4-H Draft Horse 
Show. Despite the size of their 
horses, however, club members 
know what they're doing. 

"The kids who get into this 
program are pretty dedicated. 
Throughout the year they have 
done work at the local level. 
They've also participated in at 
least two clinics each year. The 
show on Aug. 5 was a culmina¬ 
tion of this year's activities," 
Bazin said. 


The 24 Alberta 4-Hers cur¬ 
rently enrolled in draft horse 
projects, which run for three 
years, raise their horses from 
foals to maturity. During that 
time, they work with experienced 
handlers to learn everything from 
handling and decorating the ani¬ 
mals to how to drive the horses 
with carts attached. 

"We've had kids start at 11- 
years-old and finish at 14, and be 
fully capable of handling the 
horse.” 

Scheduled to run as part of 
the Mountain View County Fair 
in Olds and hosted by the Alberta 
Draft Horse Association, the 
show featured driving classes for 
the members in the final year of 
their projects, as well as judging, 
decorating and showing classes 
for all participants. 4-Hers from 
across Alberta will take part in 
this show, which is sponsored by 


the Alberta Draft Horst* Associa¬ 
tion. 

Henry Wiegman, provincial 
agriculture specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development's 4-H Branch, 
says the draft horse project has 
been a successful partnership 
with the provincial draft horse 
association in not only educat¬ 
ing young Albertans about draft 
horses, but in spawning new 
clubs as well. 

"We've had some off-shoots 
from this project where people 
have formed their own clubs. 
One of the goals of the Draft 
Horse Association is to increase 
the number of draft horses in 
Alberta," he says.

Our yard was not the perfection I had planned. It's a bit 
difficult to combat the coldest June in history, three hail 
storms and frost in mid-July. The forecast for the weekend 
had not been encouraging but we had sunshine, blue skies 
and almost totally great weather We are so grateful for 
that. There were some people missing that should have 
been here and I have to admit I was totally exhausted for 
most of the next week, but it was worth it and if we are still 
in possession of our faculties and get the same super 
cooperation from all the family, we would do it again in 
about five years.

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James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I'm a full-time mother with three children in 
the preschool years. I love them like crazy but am exhausted 
from just trying to keep up with them. I also feel emotionally 
isolated by being here in the house every day of the week. 
What do you suggest for mothers like me? 

DR. DOBSON: I talk to many women like you who feel 
that they're on the edge of burnout. If they have to do one more 
load of laundry or tie one more shoe, they feel like they will 
explode. In today's mobile, highly energized society, young 
mothers are much more isolated than in years past. Many of 
them hardly know the women next door, and their sisters and 
mothers may live a thousand miles away. 

That's why it is so important for those with small children 
to stay in touch with the outside world. Though it may seem 
safer and less taxing to remain cloistered within the four walls 
of a home, it is a mistake to do so. Loneliness does bad things 
to the mind. Furthermore, there are many ways to network 
with other women today, including church activities, Bible 
study groups, and supportive programs such as "Moms in 
Touch" and "Mothers of Preschoolers." 

Husbands of stay-at-home mothers need to recognize the 
importance of their support, too. It is a wise man who plans 
a romantic date at least once a week and offers to take care of 
the children so Mom can get a much-needed break. 

Burnout isn't inevitable in a busy household. It can be 
avoided in families that recognize its symptoms and take steps 
to head it off. 

** ** ** 

QUESTION: Explain in greater detail the role of power in 
the life of a teen-ager. 

DR. DOBSON: Let's begin with a definition. Power is the 
ability to control others, to control our circumstances and, 
especially, to control ourselves. The lust for it lies deep within 
the human spirit. We all want to be the boss, and that impulse 
begins very early in life. Studies show that 1-day-old infants 
actually "reach" for control of the adults around them. Even 
at that tender age, they behave in ways designed to get their 
guardians to meet their needs. 

The desire for power is evident when a toddler runs from 
his mother in a supermarket, or when a 10-year-old refuses to 
do his or her homework, or when a husband and wife fight 
over money. We see it when an elderly woman refuses to move 
to a nursing home. The common thread between these and a 
thousand other examples is the passion to run our own lives 
-- and everything else, if given the chance. People vary in the 
intensity of this urge, but it seems to motivate all of us to one 
degree or another. 

Now, what about your sons and daughters? Have you 
wondered why they come home from school in such a terrible 
mood? Have you asked them why they are so jumpy and 
irritable through the evening? Perhaps they are unable to 
describe their feelings to you, but they may have engaged in 
a form of combat all day. Even if they haven't had to fight with 
their fists, it is likely that they are embroiled in a highly 
competitive, openly hostile environment where emotional 
danger lurks on every side. 

Am I overstating the case? Yes, for the kid who is coping 
well. But for the powerless young man or woman, I haven't 
begun to tell their stories. 

That's why they are nervous wrecks on the first day of 
school, or before the team plays its initial game, or any other 
time when their power base is on the line. The raw nerve, you 
see, is not really dominance, but self-worth. One's sense of 
value is dependent on peer acceptance at that age, and that is 
why the group holds such enormous influence over the 
individual. If he or she is mocked, disrespected, ridiculed and 
excluded - in other words, if that individual is stripped of 
power — he or she feels it deeply.

After carefully scrutinizing the map, I told my husband to 
take the first right and then the next left. Big mistake! Neither 
of us had noticed that this road led past the "tents only" sites. After snaking the trailer along 
the road between tenters, trees and grasping branches for approximately one hundred metres, 
we discovered two overhanging maple trees on opposite sides of the road. A large boulder sat 
beneath one of the trees. We realized that we were too high to get through. But, we couldn't back 
out in the dark. Somehow we had to go on. My husband stopped and we both got out to take 
a look. The beam of our flashlight revealed a huge branch waiting to decapitate the roof. What 
to do? Let the air out of the tires? Jack the trailer up and flip it to the left? Push the boulder 
over with the truck bumper? We couldn't decide. All these options had drawbacks. 

As we contemplated our dilemma, help arrived. Two bare chested campers armed with beer 
cans came to our aid. "You can do it!" yelled one of the campers. "Hey, if the garbage truck can 
make it through there, so can you. Go for it, Buddy!" It was obvious that he was oblivious to 
the scarred bark on the tree, ripped here and there by the steel box of the garbage truck. We 
thanked the gentlemen for their help, but decided to work this out on our own. 

Again I tried to direct my husband "Back a little. Swing to the right. Back up again. Another 
gentle swing . . Perspiration rolled down my husband's face. But, after much maneuvering he 
managed to slip the trailer under those trees, missing the lethal branch by approximately half 
an inch. Climbing back into the truck, I noticed a deafening silence. Tense! Very tense! And I 
knew why. My bad choice of directions had gotten us into this difficult situation. 

We finally managed to find our site at the far side of the campground. As soon as we had 
parked and levelled the trailer, my mother, who was travelling with us, decided that she just 
had to make a phone call. This meant a long walk back to the camp office. An inky sky 
surrounded us as we began our trek guided only by a flickering flashlight.

A new study shows that 
there is enough land available 
to handle a significant increase 
in livestock production in most 
areas of the province - if pro¬ 
ducers use good management 
practices. 

That's one of the principal 
findings from An Assessment 
of the Potential Environmen¬ 
tal Effects of Livestock Ex¬ 
pansion in Alberta. Golder 
Associates, an environmental 
consulting firm, was commis¬ 
sioned by Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development 
to produce the report, evalu¬ 
ating potential environmental 
and public health effects from 
a potential expansion of beef 
and pork production. The re¬ 
port is intended as a planning 
tool to help both municipal 
and provincial governments 
and industry ensure that live¬ 
stock expansion is environ¬ 
mentally sustainable well into 
the future. 

"The study assessed the po¬ 
tential effect of expanding the 
livestock sector on the quality 
of air (including greenhouse 


Other findings found in the 
report include: 

Public health is not expected 
to be adversely affected by live¬ 
stock expansion; Soil quality 
is not expected to be affected; 
Odours are identified as a lo¬ 
cal, rather than a province¬ 
wide issue; Greenhouse gas 
emissions by the cow herd are 
a concern for expansion; The 
study makes numerous rec¬ 
ommendations on manage¬ 
ment and facility development 
to mitigate environmental im¬ 
pacts. It also provides several 
recommendations for research 
and development and for the 
development of regulatory 
standards. 

The Livestock Regulations 
Stakeholder Advisory Group 
is working on the provincial 
Regulatory package for inten¬ 
sive livestock operations and 
will review the Golder recom¬ 
mendations before finalizing 
the draft Act, Regulations and 
Standards Document. The Ad¬ 
visory Group will release the 
draft Regulatory package later 
this summer. The department 


gas emissions), water, soil and 
public health," says Brian 
Colgan, director of special 
projects with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, and chair of the Alberta 
Agriculture team that worked 
with the environmental con¬ 
sultants. 

"This is not an environmen¬ 
tal impact study and can't be, 
because the scale of the study 
is regional and not site-spe¬ 
cific," Colgan explains. 

"The study simply points 
out the kinds of things that 
developers and producers need 
to keep in mind when they are 
looking at expanding or build¬ 
ing new operations." 

The Golder study, as it's 
also known, looked at five po¬ 
tential growth scenarios, 
based on the 18 agricultural 
census divisions in the prov¬ 
ince. The study evaluated po¬ 
tential expansion of the hog, 
cow-calf and feedlot sectors of 
the industry. The most ag¬ 
gressive expansion scenario 
was tripling pig production to 
8.1 million finished pigs per 


year, increasing the beef cow 
herd by 20 per cent to 2.4 
million cows and a quadru¬ 
pling of feeder cattle imports 
to 2.2 million head per year. 

It is important to under¬ 
stand that potential livestock 
numbers may or may not be 
achieved sometime in the fu¬ 
ture. The market place will 
play a big role in deciding de¬ 
mand, I not government. 

"We found that for most cen¬ 
sus divisions of the province 
there was enough land avail¬ 
able to handle the scale of 
expansion being assessed if 
good management practices 
are used and livestock manure 
storage facilities are well-de¬ 
signed and sited. 

"However, the study identi¬ 
fies that existing production 
levels in the Banff-Jasper, 
Rocky Mountain House and 
Edson census divisions, based 
on study criteria, are a poten¬ 
tial issue and that there could 
be concerns in the Lethbridge 
and Red Deer census divisions 
with the most aggressive 
growth scenario," Colgan says.

The project, called Al¬ 
berta Management In¬

AFSC has 
offices around the prov¬ 
ince. 

Ty Lund, Minister of 
Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, 
says that the project will 
offer a valuable resource 
to Alberta's farmers. 

"Without a doubt, the 
most important farm in¬ 
put is information," says 
Lund. "Farmers weigh a 
large number of vari¬ 
ables in deciding what, 
how and when to plant 
their crops. This project 
shares information we 
collect for insurance pur¬ 
poses from more than 
15,000 farmers across 
Alberta." 

Brian Manning, presi¬ 
dent of AFSC, agrees. "At 
times farmers certainly 
feel there are a lot of forms 
to fill out, but gathering 
information like this and 
sharing it with producers 
turns it into a tremen¬ 
dous resource.

Warren looking for fifth all around title 


Rod Warren looks set to tie a 
record with two legendary Ca¬ 
nadian cowboys, after last week¬ 
end's action saw him qualify for 
the all around. 

The Canadian all around title 
is won by the cowboy who wins 
the most money in both a 
roughstock and timed event, 
with at least three placings at 
each end of the arena. Warren 
managed that last weekend, with 
placings in his second event of 
steer wrestling at the North 
Peace Stampede in Grimshaw, 
AB, and the Meadow Lake Stam¬ 
pede in Saskatchewan. That - 
added to his previous bulldogging 
placings at Abbotsford and Ce¬ 
real and 10 placings in his main 
event of saddle bronc - means 
Warren could join Mel Coleman 
and Tom Bews with five national 
all around titles under his belt, 
with no other challengers in sight 
this year. 

"I don't think I'll ever get tired 
of winning the all around," says 
the Valleyview, AB, cowboy, cau¬ 
tioning it's not official yet. "I'd 
sure be happy to win a fifth one 
because that ties the record, and 
that's what I've been shooting 


age titles - but usually also picks 
and chooses a number of regu¬ 
lar-season rodeos to complete in 
bulldogging. 

And, he anticipates steer 
wrestling will lengthen his ca¬ 
reer. "Hopefully, I have a lot of 
years left to rodeo in Canada, 
and slowly steer wrestling is 
going to take over from the bronc 
riding," he explains. "But for the 
netft four or five years, I'll be 
concentrating on the broncs and 
fitting in steer wrestling when I 
can." 

Warren has been the only cow¬ 
boy to qualify for the all around 
for the last three years, and has 
won the national title in 1994, 
and from 1996 to 1998. 

A fellow bulldogger, Fred 
Edey, is looking for his first CFR 
qualification, and moved a big 
step closer to that goal last week¬ 
end. He moved from 15th to 10th 
in an incredibly close race in the 
Canadian bulldogging 

standings. Just $2,000 seperates 
the cowboys from 9th to 16th, all 
battling for the top 10 positions 
which will send them to Edmon¬ 
ton for the Canadian Finals. 

Edey earned $3,160 over the 


mean, look at Mark Roy - one of 
the best in the world, and he's 
having one of them. I knew I had 
to win, but 1 didn't want to put 
too much pressure on myself. I 
just relaxed, got a good start, 
and chucked 'er down.” 

That sets him up for a big 
battle for the CFR, with just 11 
rodeos left in the regular season. 
"The CFR is my main goal, and 
this was kind of the last week¬ 
end where a guy could make any 
big jumps," he says. "The rest of 
the year is pretty much $1,000 
rodeos, other than Armstrong, 
and I know there are at least six 
guys who are real close, and not 
one of them doesn't bulldog real 
good." 

Also making a big jump was 
last year's Canadian bull rid¬ 
ing champ, Merle Freeman, 
who won Grimshaw and came 
third at Dawson Creek. That 
bumps his earnings over 
$10,000, moved him from 21st 
to 10th in the standings, and 
gave him a late shot at the 
CFR. Other competitors se¬ 
cured their positions for the 
CFR. Jodi Hollingworth and 


late-breaking rookie phenom¬ 
enon Sherry Dyck both look to 
be sitting securely in the top 
10 after $2,824 and $1,963 
weekends respectively. Bull 
rider Karson Legault moved 
up to third with $2,256 in earn¬ 
ings, while veteran Cliff 
Williamson continued his win¬ 
ning streak with $2,925 in 
earnings to move from 10th to 
fifth in the calf roping 
standings. Just nipping him in 
weekend earnings, though, was 
Travis Houff, who won $2,972 
and moved into seventh in the 
roping rankings. Bareback 
rider Darrell Cholach secured his 
spot in eighth with $2,324, while 
bronc rider Shane Parker likely 
locked up a CFR berth with $2,739 
to move into fifth spot. 

In other news, last year's 
CPRA Permit Award winner, 
Blade Young, won the High Prai¬ 
rie rodeo, but at quite a cost. He 
managed an 86-point ride on 
Kesler Rodeo's Home Alone, but 
is going to be home for the rest of 
the season himself, after the bull 
stepped on him, breaking three 
ribs and collapsing his lungs.
